In the Time of the bloody Netherland-Wers, Oliver 
vanden Tempel had the chief Charge of the Magazeen 
in Bruſſe/s. The City of Halle, as alſo Henegow and 
Artois, put themſelves under the Kiug of Spaixs Prote- 
Qion : This ſo enraged 0lzver, that he marched twice 
couragiouſly againſt the City, thinking that none of 
the neighbouring Cities ( which were all his Allies ) 
would hinder his Deſign: There was ſcarſe forty Sout- 
diers in the City, the Citizens young and inexpert; for 
all this he was couragiouſly beaten off the firſt Day : 
Then under Pretence of a feigned Retreat, he ſent pre- 
ſently for all the Souldiers out of the neighbouring 
Cities,and came againbefore Halle with more Strength, 
before they knew of it. His Souldiers tecing on their 
March, heightened the Valour of each other with cou- 
ragious Speeches ; amongſt the reſt, one Fob Swickius 
an impious Fellow, faid, He would cut off the Noſe of 
our-little Lady of Halle ( ſo he called the B. Virgin). 
They came before the City, and when both Sides be- 
ran to Shoot, a Musket-bullet took off Swickius's Nole, 
it was undoubtedly directed by the B. Virgin. ) 

But John Riſſelimans was more infolent and rude : 
This Villain ſaid, That he would carry the Image ot 
the B. Virgin to Bruſſels, and make. a Bonefire with it. 
This Impious Calumniator thought nor of che ap- 
+ proaching Fire that ſhortly after reached him ; For a 
Cannon-Bullet hit bim, and carried his Jaw along with 
it, which was the Cauſe. of his Death ſhortly after. This 
was the Fortune of thoſe that came to fight againſt the 
City of ZZatle, that againſt the B. Virgin.

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CHAP. IV. 


A Servant having loſt his Maſters Falcon, and being up- 
* onthe Ladder to die for it, was delivered from his 
approaching Death, by the Aſſiftance of the B. Virgin. 


He following Relation is atteſted by antient Re- 

' "cords, and an old Wooden Image, although 
Time hath bereft us of the Year when it was done,and 
the Names of the Perſons. The Dutch Nobility ( be- 
fore they«were deſtroyed by War ) were great Lovers 
of Hawking and Fowling ; for this End they had divers 
expert and coſtly Hawks brought unto them from the 
North. A Nobleman, whoſe Severity is better known 
ro us than his Name, was addicted to this Exerciſe, 
and had a Falcon which he highly eſteemed ; this Fal- 
con,cither by an unhappy Chance, or the careleſneſs of 
the Falconer, flew away paſt recovery : The Noblc- 
man underſtanding his Loſs, was ſo enraged that he 
ſwore, If his Servant did not find his Falcon within 
five Weeks, his Head ſhould fatisfie the Loſs. He made. 
all poſſible ſearch in Woods and all other likely Pla» 
ces, .but in Vain, the Falcon was irrecoverably loſt; 
At the five Weeks end, he could not prevail with his. . 
Lord for one Weeks Reſpite, but he fill perſiſting in 
his Reſolution, cauſed a Gallows 'to be immediately 
erectcd before his Houſe, the Executioner bound his 
Eyes and.ted him vp the Ladder, ſtanding with the 
Rope about his Neck, he remembred Halle, And your 
Mercy, O Bleſſed Virgin ! which he ſhortly after ex- 
perienced, yea it even met his Devotions ; for while 
he was at his Prayers, and directed his Heart to You, 
he thought that he heard the clapping of the wage

of a Fowl, which gave him ſome Hope, he deſired his 
Maſter that his Eyes might be unbound, that he might 
ſend his Prayers to Heaven with a Freedom of Sight ; 
his Requeſt _—_—_— then renewing his Invocati- 
ons of the Bl Virgin, the Falcon flew ſwiftly to- 
wards the almoſt dying, Perſon, and ſettled upon his 
Shoulder. Some affirm, That the Falcon came nor 
until he had been turned off the Ladder ; but this is 
not atteſted by the Image which he offered. All the 
S tors congratulated his Prefervation, and wiſhed 
himall Felicity, and he rendred Praiſe and Honour un- 
to. the B. Virgin. His Lord might with his Falcon 
catch Partridges, but on that Day the B. Virgin caught 
the beſt Prey.

times it riſe above his:Head, but did not contiriue 'ſo 
any Time ; the approachicg Night filled him'with dif- 
mal Apprehenſions of its length, and made him re- 
new his Supplications to the B. Virgin, who caſt forth 
her bright Beams, and conſiderablely increaſed his 
Strength, inablinghim to keep his Hold at the Door 
until the next Day, ' and his Deliverance appeared, 
for on the Morning the Waters were funk ; yet he 
underſtood, to his great Grief, that his Wite and 
Child were drowned in the Inundation.

Afterwards ke complained to his Wife, who 
conſulted the Phyſicians and followed their advice, but 
in vain: Aſter it had remained in his Body four days, 
he went to Mechlen to his Brother, who was a Phyſi- 
cian ; but he could not force it out of his Body by any 
Drinks or Purge. Ithappened that on a Saterday his 
Brother made a ſmall Feaſt, to entertain his ſorrowſul 
Gueſts, which being done, the Bell Rung to that ſer- 
vice which is called the Praiſe of the B. Virgin ; his Bro-

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ther.went unto the Church; -but Bqrtbolom?w ſtayed be. 
hied ; As he was muſing, our Lady: of Halle eamg 
into' his thoughts, he preſently ſent a fervent Vow un- 
ts her, and immediately he felt ſamething between his 
Teeth, and pulled out the Needle and Thred. - He joy- 
fully ſhewed his Brother this great Miracle, and thap- 
fully viſited the B, Virgin of Zalle; and he had great 
reaſon ſo todo, for his life had lung many days upon 
a Needle and Thred. 


CHAP, XX 
A Nobleman preſerved from Death, upon the Sea. 


H E Ship that carricd Czfar and his Fortunes, 

' was not fo proſperous as that wherein a Burgh- 

er and Nobleman of Monick, in Bavaria, was re- 
turning from the ZHely Land. ' Being upon tle 
Mediterranean Sea, he fell fick of a dangerous diſcaſe, 
which in the judgment of the Seamen was incurable : 
They had reſolved to throw him overboard for food 
for the Filles. Another Nobleman perceived their.de- 
ſign and was very ſorry for jt; he went -to the fick 
Perſon, and found him nat only ſpeechleſs but almoſt 
ſenſleſs ; he comforted him as much as he could, and 
told him that in the City of 7Zalle the B. Virgin was 
worſhipped, that ſhe had done many good Offices for 
men, and. was 2 publick refuge, and comman defence 
tothe afflicted, adviſing him to truſt in her ; and if 
he could not with his. mouth, he ſhould ar leaſt in 
his heart make a vow unto her ; and told him that 
he: ſhould immediately regain his healch. The Noble- 
.man underſtanding him, ſighed frqm.the bottom of 
his heart, and prayed unto her, and at the ſame time 


he gw a company of evil Spirits hovering over the Ship ; 
| E 3 allo 
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alſo he ſaw beſides a Woman of an honourable 'Miene, 
and a beantiful Countenance, ſtanding before-him, ha- 
ving in one Arma little-Child, and in the other. hand 
a burning Candle ; - which the had hardly fhewed be- 
fore the Spirits betook themſelves to flight. He felt 
the influence of her preſence, for his ſpeech returned, 
hisdiſtemper abated, and his ſtrength was augmented 
to his great comfort, and the aſtoniſhment of the Sea- 
men z-1n ſhort, he was reſtored to his Health, and re- 
turned to his own Country. Then it was his firſt 
and principal care to perform his obligations to the 
B. Virgin; to that end he and his Servant went to 
Netherland, with Teſtimonies of an extraordinary. . de- 
votion, for he came and returned barefoot that long 
way, Which is almoſt as broad as all Germany. 


CHAP, XX, 


A Carman falling into the Water with kis Cart was deli- 
vered from Death. 


Lthough Salt is an Emblem of Wiſdom, yet here 
comes a Carman with a whole Cart-load there- 

of ; who was not wiſe enough to foreſee his misfortune, 
much leſs to prevent it : But I believe this danger befel 
him, that the Name and Praiſe of the B; Virgin might 
be the more ſpread in Lowg-Champ in Walſch Brabant. 
This Carman being driving his Cart over a Bridge 
in Lovg-Champ, it fell in, he ſecing the fall approach, 
endeavour'd to ſapport the Cart, but the weight there- 
of forced him along with it, and Horſe, and Cart, and 
he under it, fell into the River : Gcd ordered it fo that 
there was a Girl-near rothe place, who ſeeing the acci- 
dent, called for help; but it was a long time ere the 
could 
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coult get People ' euvough 'rogerher. The Magiftrate. 
ball and ſeveral beſte, run to the place,” and got 
out the Horſe and Cart, and found unexpectedly the 
Carman, who had laid under it ; they all thought that 
he was/as well ſtifled by the weight of the Cart, as 
drowned by the Water. They carried him to the Ma- 
giſtrates Houſe, where they ſtript him, but he was fo 
ftargone that he did not feel them ; no ſymptoms of life 
appeard in him. One or two of the Spectators, out 
of a Chriſtian Compaſſion; recommended this poor 
man to our Lady, making ſome Vows at the ſame time. 

This Devotion, although it - came from perſons un- 
eoncerned, : was acceptable to the Holy Mother of God, 
and found a return of Mercy ; tor - the Carman came 
to himſelf, and a litthe while after unloaded his Carr. 
Healfo went to Halle to thank our Lady for this be- 
nefit. This Carmans mean Cart, by this Miracle was 
rendred more Illuſtrious than the Triumphant Chari- 
ots of Rome. 


CHAP. UL 


A Perſon preſerved from ſeveral dangers, in and after 
Battel. 


We will you ſee in the Shunamite, but Hymns 
of Armies (faid the Bridegroom) that is 
Thankſgivings to the B. Virgin for Vidtories, and deli- 
verance from Dangers, in the midſt of Enemies. A 
Wonderful Hiſtory which was ated in Picardy, will 
confirm this. The Earl of St. Paw (famous of that 
time for his Valour and Noble Deſcent) was to go from 
Chaftelet to Campaigy, to the Dauphin of France: There 
being then War between the . French and the Eng/iſh ;

14 4 Saturday in'the-morning,: he ſent iis Ogole;': Stews 
ard/and: Quarter-Maſter, to provide Lodging, and / to 
prepare for his Reception. -: Theſe three diſcovered a 
Party of the Enemy, ſixty or ſeventy in number, that 
were ſtealing the Cattel :- They returned ſpeedily, and 
advertis'd the Earh of the danger ; he being a {tout man, 
cauſed his men immediately to Arm themſelves, and 
mount their Horſes ; 'he being the moſt forward, rid 
out before, with John de. Gertru, a truſty Servant, in 
ſech haſte, that Johy was not well Armed; the reſt 
follewed them by one or two at a time ; their -whole 
number-being about Eighty. They purſued the Ene- 
my, but. they found them together with/ thoſe which 
came out of their Ambuſcade, to be 1500 ftrong, 
John firſt perceived their number,” and defited his 
Maſter (who burned to fight them) to return, whilſt 
he would detain them with Skirmiſhing : The Earl 
would not conſent to that, but fell upon them, and 
they upon him; Joh» was ſhot in his Arm by two 
Croſs-Bow Arrows; and looking about him, once 
more to admonith his Lord, a third Arrow hit him on 
the Head, upon which he fell from his Horſe. The 
Ear} ſeeing that the Enemy was too unequal, and 
knowing that delay would: but inflame the Enemy, 
put ſpur to his Horſe, and endeavour'd to reach the 
next Town. Pry 

' The Earl here: was troubled at nothing ſo mycly as 
the loſsot ſuch wtruſty Seyvant, thinking that he cer- 
tainly dy'd of thoſe three wounds ; but the goodneſs of 
God, and -the mercy of the B, Virgin. preſerved him, 
contrary to all expeQation, yea even beyond belief ; 
for whilft-he lay among themen'and horſes, he had 
continually'in Mis mouthÞ-the!B.!'Virgin of /Ja/e, .pray- 
ing that ſhe who affiſted ſo many, xvould not forfake 
him 
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kin this apparent danger ; Ke ctept mpon his Hands. 
2d feetufits the next 'way, , where he hy very feeble 
Here again aroſe 2 new difficulty, for three of the Ene” 
mes party carne to phinder the Dead, and fintling this 
Mmiſcrable'*'Men, they took his Money, Rings and 
Cloathes, and cleaved his Head witir'a Sword, Being 
thus woundefl, he ftil] retained his life and hope, agam 
beſeeching the B. Virgin, as alfo St, Barbara, that they 
would be ſo gracious as 'to'afford himan-ppportrinity 
bf Confſeffion :' This Prayer ſo” moved the Sonldiers 
themfelvyes, that they ferved him'in this” requeſt, fot 
they ſeeing-by chance # Prieft, © called him'td the 
wonhded perſon, that he ſhontd preparetim for death! 
for they intended to kill him. ' As 1t alfoHappentFat- 
terwards, one of therendeaveuring to'cut his Throat; 
bat the B. Virgin fo averted the Blade, *thar only the 
Coller of his $hirt was cut.” The Prieſt did his beſt 
endeavour 'to* beg his life of 'them, whereupon'the 
Souldiers tetired,” and rhe Prieſt got him toaht adjaceit 
Barn, drefſing his wounds, as much as the tinie would 
permit. There came alſo another Party of the Enemy, 
but there was amongſt them fome'Honourable Souldi- 
ets and Commanders, but they did not;meddle with 
them. * At the- approtch of 'thefe'the Prieſt /had.run 
away. After they were gone the three Villains came 
an; and feeinghim alive, firack him a very hard 
blow, by which they — had kilked him, 'as 
indeed they had, without the aſliſtance of the Mother 
of God. Going orr their way, they drew the »body 
in a great rage to the River : The B. Virgin comforted 
him, and adviſed him to feign himſelf dead ; here they 
threw him into the Water, and becauſe they would be 
farttd kfll him they pricked him with a Lance. The 
B. Virgin alſo averted this puſh, and carried her Ser- 
vant 
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ant unto a ſmall dirty Iſland, that jets its-Head a 
little above Water, where he lay three hours ; the 
coldneſs of the water, and his loſs of blood by nine 
mortal Wounds rendred him quite ſtiff. The Prieſt 
which had heard his Confeſſion, like a. good Samari- 
tan, outof compaſſion, went to ſeek him, and follow- 
ing the track of his blood, came to the water, where, 
to his great grief, he could not find him. I defire that 
the Courreons Reader would not be offended with the 
length of this Relation, but that he would pleaſe to 
ſearch after, and exalt the powerful arm of the B. Vir- 
gig Mary, with Patience and Aſtoniſhment. The 
Prieſt ſtanding here comfortleſs, caſt his eyes towards 
the little Iſland, where he ſaw ſomething, but he could 
not diſcern whether it was a man or ſome evil Spirits ;

Hate, . with his mouth full of Thankſgiving, and yet 
the thanks was beneath the benefir which he received; 
for he was four times preſerved from death, and can-

Hands and Feet, and broke them: He tyed his Linnen 
and Cloathes together, with which” he let himſelf 
down fiem the Tower, bit it was not Tong enovgh ; 

he veatur'd a ſteep fl _ any damage. Now to 
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likely to brook. Ab hb the Faw roms prone
